Government 

Association 


One of the first orders of business for the Magnet 
Student Body was to organize itself into a Student 
Government Association. This SGA, patterned on the 
organization of our national and state governments, 
was established "to insure a practical system of self 
government, protect student welfare, act in an advi- 
sory capacity to the administration, and to promote 
cooperative communication among the students, 
faculty and community.” 

Like our national and state governments, the SGA 
is divided into executive, legislative, and judicial 
branches. Any Magnet student with a cummulative 
grade point average of at least 2.5, and who is not on 
scholastic or disciplinary probation, is eligible for 
SGA office. 

The Executive Branch consists of a President and 
Vice-President, both elected at large. The Presi- 
dent’s powers include the duty to represent the en- 
tire student body, to appoint and dismiss the various 
committees of the SGA, and to appoint the Executive 
Secretary and Treasurer. The President also has the 
power to veto, within five days, legislation passed by 
the Senate. The principle duties of the Vice-Presi- 
dent are to assist the President in his duties, and to 
preside over all meetings of the Senate. 

The SGA Senate exercises the legislative power. 
Each Senator represents twenty-five students in his 
class. In addition, each class elects one Senator-at- 
large. The Senate enacts all by-laws, resolutions, 
monetary appropriations, and recommendations as 
deemed necessary to serve the Student Body. The 
Senate also has the power to over-ride the Presiden- 
tial veto. 

The judicial powers of the SGA are vested in a 
Superior Court, which consists of four justices ap- 
pointed by the class sponsors, and one appointed by 
the Principal. The Superior Court has jurisdiction in 
all internal affairs of the Executive Branch, in those 
of the Student Senate. Its judicial power extends to 
all cases arising under the Constitution, and to all 
acts of the Senate. The Justices are subiect to a 



confirmation vote by the Senate. Plantiffs and de- 
fendants have the right to appear during all open 
sessions of the Court. They further have the right to 
represent themselves, or to ask a member of the 
Faculty to serve as counsel. 

The actual Magnet Student Government Associ¬ 
ation arose by a two-step process. In September, 
students elected a Student Council. It was the duty 
of this group to represent the Student Body, and to 
draft a constitution for the SGA. This group, advised 
by Mr. Battley and Mrs. Venable, fulfilled their task, 
and presented the Student Body with a constitution 
for ratification. 

It was then that the elections to the SGA could be 
held. Candidates obtained a petition, on which they 
were required to obtain their teachers' recommen- 
dation. Following certification of the candidate’s 
qualification, the student began his campaign. 

The walls of the Magnet were plastered with post- 
ers as the candidates began their campaigns. While 
senatorial candidates addressed their peers infor- 
mally, candidates for class office spoke to their as- 
sembled constituency. Candidates for SGA Presi¬ 
dent and Vice-President spoke to the entire Student 
Body. On October 10, 1980, the first elections were 
held. The SGA then took office.
